Mr. Rice merely repeated what he 
had said to Chief Justice White. He 
then went on to say that a meaning 
had been given to the word amend in 
the last 50 years never intended by the 


forefathers, and that it ought not to be 


accepted now. 

The Department of Justice will pre- 
sent the government’s case to the 
court today.

Major Higginson’s Views 
Founder of Orchestra Saw No Good 


in Union Organization 


BOSTON, Massachusetts — Major 
Henry L. Higginson, the founder of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, May 
22. 1916, at a time when the union 
question was under discussion, gave 
his views as to unions as follows: 

“I do not wish to give any opinion 
about union and non-wnion orchestras 
beyond this: that I see no. gain for the 
musicians in a union, and I see much 
interference from people who do not 
understand the matter. I cannot claim 
much understanding myself, but have 
lived with musicians in Europe, and 
know something about how an or- 
chestra made and trained. One 
cardinal point is-this: that tbe con- 
ductor. and he alone, shall decide 
whether the men have practiced 
enough and whether they are playing 
as they should. If I am not wrong, 
the unions object beyond a certain 
number of rehearsals. That is a point 
about which they cannot know, for 
each man hears his own part, 
does not know the rest. May I say 
that the success of our orchestra has 

‘isen from. that the musical 
mart, that selection of the 
musicians, the programs 
and the studying of the programs, has 
been in the hands the con- 
ductor he time.

Benevolence the Talisman for Trusts 


Ir THE Standard Oil experience is a good basis for 
opinion, one may be safe in declaring that the public will 
probably suffer no more under the United States Supreme 
Court decision upholding the United States Steel Cor- 
poration in its present form than it would have suffered 
if the court had decreed the dissolution of this great 
industrial organization. Under the Sherman Act, the old 
standard O11 Company was determined by the court to 
be a trust organization in restraint of tfade, and it was 
dissolved. But that the dissolution prevented, or se- 
riously interfered with, Standard Oil dominancy in the 
oil market, or that it brought any noticeable decrease in 
the cost of oil to the consumer, would not now be gener- 
ally admitted by those who buy oil at retail. In fact, the 
popular notion of the Standard Oil affair is that dissolu- 
tion merely gave the oil interests a legal status, in their 
various separate organizations, without preventing these 
organizations, acting individually, from handling the oil 
business of the country to about the same purpose as the 
company that had been legally dissolved. Now, under 
this same Sherman Act, the Steel Corporation has been 
held to be not an organization in restraint of trade, and 
the dissolution suit brought by the government is dis- 
missed without prejudice. Apparently the public is thus 
given the opportunity to learn whether, in the public deal- 
ings with great industrial combinations, permission to go 
on is, or is not, to give better results, on the whole, than 
insistence upon dissolution such as that exemplified by 
the Standard Oil case. 

One thing seems clear from the majority and minor- 
ity Opinions in this Steel decision. ‘That is, that in spite 
of all the legal hair-splitting, the size of an industrial 
combination is practically, if not legally, a factor which 
the people of the country must reckon with. Only 
the fact that two of the judges had, long previously, 
taken the attitude that trusts like this aré contrary to the 
public interest prevented them from joining in the deci- 
sion and thus throwing the majority opinion to the other 
side. And even the majority opinion concedes that there 
were violations of the law in the methods followed by the 
combination down to the year 1911. The majority admis- 
sion that only the Steel trust’s assumption of the Ten- 
nessee Coal & Iron Company property could make it of 
value might seem to be a negative way of saying that the 
intrinsic value of the Tennessee property could amount 
to nothing so long as the power of the trust was hostile 
to it. The'majority opinion concedes the power inherent 
in the size of the Steel trust, but bases its decree upon the 
fact that whatever there was of wrong intent in this 
great power “could not be executed,” and that “whatever 
there was of evil effect was discontinued before this suit 
was brought.” | | 

But whereas the majority of the court denies that 
the Standard Oil case furnished a precedent for that of 
the Steel trust, the minority expressly declares that the 
Standard Oil combination was “certainly not more ob- 
_noxious to the Sherman Act than the court now finds 
the one under consideration to be.” The power of the 
Steel trust is also recognized by the minority, but with 
the comment that “forbearing benevolence” in the exer- 
cise. of that power does not place such combinations 
beyond the authority of the statute “which was intended 
to prohibit their formation and, when formed, to deprive 
them of the power unlawfully attained.” 

It is significant that majority and minority opinions 
in this case suggest, 1f- only broadly, a parallelism with 
the conflicting theories of President Roosevelt and Presi- 
dent Wilson, as to the relations of trusts and the public. 
The former of these two executives, who was the first 
President to grapple with the major phases of the trust 
problem, maintained that there were good trusts and bad 


- trusts, and that the correct public policy was to allow 


trusts to form, but to keep them good by regulation. 
President Wilson, on the other hand, has inclined to 
consider the trusts a menace througli their meéfe size, 
by reason of their natural and inevitable tendency to 
extinguish competition, or to make any seeming compe- 
tition ineffective to keep down prices or to prevent 
manipulation of supply. Obviously the notion that 
power is axiomatic in great industrial combinations is 
now no longer questioned, The intimation of this most 
recent pronouncement, therefore, that the legality of 
this power is conditional upon its being exercised benevo- 
lently, may advance the country a little farther along the 
road toward a solution of the trust problem. It gives a 
point to the acknowledgment of the Steel Corporation's 
chairman, that trust managers must keep the rights and 
interests of the public constantly in mind. But can power 
that must have size in order fo exist, get size and still 
show itself benevolent? That, indeed, is a question. 
Meanwhile, the Steel trust is not guilty, but it “mustn’t 
do it any more.” 


Prices of Commodities 
For some time past the opinions of economists have 


been widely at variance concerning the: future prices of 
commodities. Some eminent authorities have gone on 
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record to the effect that prices were on a permanently 
high level. Others have asserted that prices were certain 
to recede, at least to some extent. Just at the present 
time the indications are that prices are headed downward, 
and there is a strong belief that a much lower level will 
be reacted. Few believe, however, that pre-war prices 
will be seen again “for some years to come. 

Business men are making great efforts to ascertain 
what 1s going to happen with respect to commodity prices, 
for the reason that their future activities depend almost 
altogether on how well they can estimate the situation. 
The demoralization of the foreign exchange markets, 
together with the tightening of credit in the United 
States, is likely to force the prices of certain commodities 
downward to an appreciable extent. When the move- 
ment once starts, it is hard to see-how any class of com- 
modities can remain at the present high levels. 

It has been asserted by recognized authorities in the 
building lines that those who contemplate the erection 
of new buildings should not postpone such undertakings 
unless they can afford to do so for at least five years, 
as building materials and labor are likely to remain as 
high as they are now for that length of time. It has 
been pointed out by these experts that it was thirteen 
vears after the Civil War when the prices of building 
materials returned to the pre-war level. It might be 
observed in this connection, however, that it is not alto- 
gether safe to compare the present economic conditions 
with those prevailing after the Civil War. There are, 
in the present situation, too many vital elements which 
were not a factor in Civil War times for making com- 
parisons indiscriminately. The high cost of credit and 
high wages are two important elements in the building 
business. If the warehouses, packed to their limits with 
foodstuffs and other commodities, are emptied, and the 
goods placed upon the market, this course will tend to 
lower the-cost of living, and the demand for higher wages 
will not be so insistent as it is now. This warehouse- 
emptying process will also ease credits, for less money 
than at the present time will be tied up. There is a 
close sympathy in commodities as well as in securities, 
so that when the movement of prices starts either upward 
or downward, nearly everything goes one way or the 
other. 

No one should become alarmed because of falling 
prices; 1n fact they should be the signal for rejoicing, even 
by men who have made money on a rising market. Lower 
prices will mean eventually better business for everv one; 
it. will mean the continuance of the American export 
trade. Wuthout a world market for America’s surplus 
goods, prospérity in the United States could not last long. 
The high prices and the conditions of the foreign ex- 
change market, so adverse to other countries, will even- 
tually check the growth of American export trade. 
This situation must be remedied. Then the nations of 
the world will continue to make their purchases in Ameri- 
can markets. Lower prices for commodities mean a 
lower cost of living for every. one, and will particularly 
relieve the large number of people who have struggled 
under a burden of high prices without a- proportionate 
increase of income. 


King Pataud’s Two Attempts 


Ir was just thirteen years ago, namely, in the March 
of 1907 that King Pataud made his first attempt. In his 
own estimation, and in that of his friends, he succeeded 
triumphantly. Six months later he tried again, and 
failed. But, first of all, who was King Pataud, and what 
did he do? Wing Pataud, before his coronation, was 
plain I:mile Pataud, a citizen of Paris, by vocation an 
electrician, by avocation an agitator, and by persuasion 
a syndicalist. At that time, syndicalism was something 
of a novelty, even in I‘rance, for although the Confédéra- 
tion Genérale du Travail, in its inception entirely a 
syndicalist body, had been founded several years, 
the “lightning strike’ was still, more or less, an untried 
weapon. Now Emile Pataud was an enthusiast in his 
avocation~~a whirlwind orator, a great man for a meeting, 
and a tremendous believer in Emile Pataud, than whom 
no Great Louis was ever more autocratic. The will of 
the electricians was to be supreme, but the will of the 
electridians was the will of Emile Pataud. And so one 
day in March, 1907, Pataud took a great décision. Once 
and for all, the Parisian should learn the power of the 
electrician, and incidentally of Emile Pataud. There 
should be a strike, the like of which for completeness 
had never been seen before. On the 8th of March, there- 
fore, at 8 o'clock, just the hour when all Paris had 
settled down for the evening, every light in the city went 
out, and every electric motor came to a standstill. 
Theaters, cafés, hotels, houses, streets, all alike were 
plunged into darkness; whilst every electric tram or 
train and every electric lift stopped where it stood. 

Paris rose to the occasion, of course, joyfully, indeed, 
rose to it. After the first few moments of utter perplex- 
ity, all manner of lights began to make their appearance. 
Such gas lamps as there were were quickly lighted. Long- 
discarded oil lamps were hastily requisitioned; whilst 
every grocer’s shop did an entirely unprecedented trade 
in candles. Then, anything Was good enough for a can- 
dlestick. There was no false pride in such a matter. 
Ixven the cafés of the Rue Royale favored the requisition- 
ing of bottles, cruets, vases, anything, in fact, that would 
support a, bougie when the supply of candlesticks had 
been exhausted. For twenty-four hours, Paris was with- 
out electric power of any kind, and, at the end of that 
time, all the employers capitulated on Emile Pataud’s 
terms. Pataud, in fact, had gained an unequivocal vic- 
tory, and was promptly crowned, by his loyal followers, 
King Pataud. 

It was a name, somehow, that seemed just to fit the 
man and the occasion. All Paris joked about it. Car- 
toonists loved to portray King Pataud as a “thundering 
Jove,” holding in one hand a gigantic candle snuffer, 
ready at a moment's notice to plunge not only Paris, but 
all the world, in darkness. King Pataud, however, took 
it all very seriously. He had been victorious once. He 
would be victorious again. Paris had only, as vet, seen 
the beginning of things. The electricians, having ac- 
quired their inch, would proceed to take their ell, and if 


t 
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anyone felt disposed to stop them, let him remember the 
Sth of March. 

So matters labored on until the following Aygust, 
and then, things net gomg as he felt they ought to go, 
King Pataud determined to teach Parts, another lesson. 
Promptly at the same hour, one beautitul August eve- 
ning, the electric current was cut off, and Paris was, 
once more, in darkness. But the rest of the story was 
verv different from what it had been six months earlier. 
Paris was prepared. Bougies were to be had to an un- 
limited extent; wlulst all the other substitutes were much 
more readily at hand than betore. Paris, moreover, was 
prepared in another and much more decisive tasinon. 
Hardly had the lights gone out when from, varieus bar- 
racks within the forts of the citv there began to emerge 
corps of military electricians. Within two hours, the 
electric plants in Paris were manned; the hghts went up, 
and King Pataud’s second attempt had tailed. 


Editorial Notes 

‘THE Scottish Temperance Act, now about to become 
operative, was passed by the Liberal Government, of 
which I was head. The principle which it embodies of 
full local control of the liquor traffic ought, in my opinton, 
to be applied to England and Wales.” So did Mr. 
Asquith, with commendable definiteness and_ brevity, 
recently state his position in regard to the liquor traftie 
i Great Britain. Whatever the future may have in store 
for Mr. Asquith, in the way of political power, a stand 
such as this cannot be without far-reaching effect for 
vood in the great struggle against the liquor evil. 

THESE are the days when one-half of the world is 
steadily learning how the other half lives, and the latest 
organization to contribute to the “pool of knowledge” 
is the Variety Artistes federation in England. At a 
recent meeting the question of tips was considereds. It 
is a very wide-flung question, anyhow, but how exactly 
does it affect the variety artistes’ Apparently it affects 
them very directly. It appears that, under a recent 
agreement between their federation and the Theatrical 
Employers Union, the variety artistes agreed to pay 
the stage hands a certain fixed amount for their services, 
in lieu of tips. The stage hands now, it seems, whilst 
taking the fixed sum, demand the tip as well. The 
variety artistes, have to pay, otherwise “their properties 
are damaged.” The only way, of course, is to abolish 
the tip, declare the giving or receiving of it to be a breach 
of agreement, and enforce this ruling effectively. 


WitH the opportunity so available during the past 
two years’ unified operation of railroads in the United 
States, it seems strange that through train service between 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts has not been inaugurated. 
The Orient Express from Paris to Constantinople, which 
traverses several different countries, is a European 
example of through car accommodations. The mileage 
which the train covers and the variety of railroad man- 
agements directing its operation make it comparable to a 
possible transcontinental train in America. Just why 
passengers from coast to coast in the United States should 
undergo the inconvenience of a change of cars at Chicago 
or St. Louis seems to have no satisfactory answer. The 
common winter-time annoyance of missed connections in 
the middle west would be avoided by a through schedule. 


THE revival of the industry of glass and china tn 
England opens up the subject of an old-time practice of 
commemorating a great event or a well-known character 
in porcelain figures. In the Royal Porcelain Works at 
Worcester many of these productions are preserved. 
Wilkes and Liberty was a popular ornament, and Wesley 
in several forms is still to be met with in nearly every 
old curiosity shop. Why cannot the present age rejoice 
in china portraits of its great men? The very idea sug- 
gests the most appalling productions seen on country 
market stalls and cottage mantel-pieces. But it need not, 
if only those whom it concerns would cater for good 
taste, and so produce it. - 


UNDER stress of the paper shortage, five‘New York 
newspapers discovered, in February, that by eliminating 
certain Sunday features, “bulldog editions,” and tabu- 
lated matter of restricted usefulness, they could save an 
aggregate of more than 325 tons of paper each week. 
When it is considered that most of the matter thus 
eliminated was probably hardly missed by the majority 
of readers, the question arise$ as to whether the saving 
could not be continugd indefinitely, with profit to everv- 
body concerned. Certainly it would make a hit with 
the vociferous section of newspaper readers who are 
always crying out because newspapers nowadays are “‘so 
bulky.” ;
